Wherefore Mr. Justice Ford declined to 
set aside the divorce or to order that Mrs. 
Cora McPherson be continued the monthly 
allowance that for a time was paid to her 
under an agreement which he thinks to 
have been “tainted with illegality” because 
“No one can take advantage of his own 
wrong.” 

The practical result is to leave Mrs 
Cora McPherson without means sup- 
port, Save such as may be provided by 
charitably disposed individuals or by the 
public provision that is made for the re- 
lief of persons in distress. 

The Judge does not undertake to sort 
out from this mass of “conflicting testi- 


of 


mony’ the parts which he believes to be 
true or false. “No useful purpose,” he 
Says, “can be served by my stating what 
parts of the evidence I believe or disbe- 
lieve.” That, as tc elucidating the judg- 


ment rendered 


But on other considerations it is much 
to be regretted that a definite opinion on 
the credibility of the evidence was not 
given. The effect of that omission is to 
leave all parties to the action and the 
court proceedings under a cloud; and pub- 
lie opinion to decide for itself who told 
the truth and who committed perjury in 
the witness stand 

His Lordship suggests that some al- 
lowance might be made to Mrs. Cora Mc- 
Pherson under the Domestic Relations 
Act, if an application were entered. His 
present view of that matter, he says, is 
“If all the relevant evidence given in this 
action had been put before me as a judge 
hearing an action for divorce, I think I 
would have acted under section 23 of the 
Domestic Relations Act and 
allowance,” to her 

That heing the case, the Attorney 
General of this province might properly 
step into the situation now and enter 
action for such an allowance on Mrs. Cora 
McPherson's behalf. For after all has been 
said, a woman who has zht up 
highly respected family of children, what- 
ever her subsequent faults, should not at 
the decline of life be thrown into the street 
on the strength of evidence concerning 
which the Judge says no more than that 
“I am not satisfied” that collusion

stepped down from its pedestal and started to do 
the work for which it was created. The “bluff 


worked, with results that are known and read of 
all men 

Prices began to advance as 
changed for goods, wages ceased to fall and began 
to move upward, factories called back some of 
their idle ‘men and gave them employment, trade 
began to flow again along the railways. bankers 
plucked up courage and started to lend money; all 
because the idle dollar was told to go to work or 
other dollars would take its place 

These things did not come about because the 
Federal Reserve Bank bought government securi- 
ties in the open market. though that helped. The 
Bank bought far more than $125.000.000 of govern- 
ment securities during the Hoover regime. and 
prices and values went right on sliding downward 
What made the difference was that President 
Roosevelt had taken power to put new money into 
circulation if that were found necessary. and 
threatened to use the power 

It is even possible that the President will not 
have to do much inflating He won't if the present 
trend continues. It is likely to continue for the 
same reason that it started The threat that drove 
money to work will probably keep it working

It still rages, creating more effective 
blockades by means of tariffs than would be pos- 
sible by cruisers, subbmarines and mine fields

The disheartening truth is that every interna- 
tional conference since the Peace Conference at 
Versailles, whether it be for armament reduction. 
tariff amelioration or money and credit reform has 


done little but afford an outlet for speeches. The 
nations still have their tariff walls intact. The 
burden of armaments has not been lightened In 


the face of martial France, an armed and fearful 
Russia and an Italy whose dictator breathes aspira- 
tions for military glory, Germany has turned her 
face against democracy to rally round a dictator 
who promises armed might—aided by a von Papen 
who declares that fighting is as necessary to the 
fulfilment of man’s life as motherhood is to the 
fulfilment of woman's life 

Though gold has been dethroned as the financial

Strawberri« 


serviceberries 
contain a large amount of iron, sodium and silicor 


blackberries contain a goodly amount of magne:

raspberries lead in chlorine and huckleberries j 
potassium and phosphorus All of these berries als 
contain a varying amount of other mineral ele. 


ments 

It is better to use the fully ripened berries of the 
type requiring no sugar to make them palatable 
The berries which are very sour, such as cran-. 
berries, and do not taste palatable without suga: 
are not quite so valuable from the dietetic stand 
The most flavorsome berry from the averag« 
person's point of view is the strawberry, but 
loganberry and blackberry flavors are prime fa, 
orites of many. Recently in breakfasting on a train 
I found that a large dish of fresh raspberries and 
cream was very satisfying. This reminded me that 
I remembered reading about a famous chef wh 
served as a novelty specialty light blue raspberries 
instead of the red ones which are so familiar 
us all 

Fresh berries are delicious eaten by themselve 
or they may be added to ice cram, sherbet, fru 
whips. or the juice may be pressed out to flavc 
cooling drinks. The fruit flavorings may also be 
edded to gelatin desserts to make them more en 


ticing It is always better to use the fresh fru 
rather than the artificia! flavoring in preparin; 
foods. We are apt to underestimate the food value 


of berries and forget that bears are able to put on 
layers of fat while eating large amounts of berries 
with their other foods 

Strawberries and other berries 
fruits, do not cause acidosis; in fact, they are so 
alkal forming as to be a veluable remedy. Thos 
individuals who break out after eating strawberries 
suffer from a toxic condition, and that th 
Strawberries aciually speed up elimination throug! 
the skin to such an extent as to cause itching

inflammation. To get the greatest benefit fror 
berries it is well to remember their classificatic 
as an acid fruit and, therefore. not use them wit 
starchy foods but preferably alone or with milk

Mix them thoroughly 
with half a pint of cream. In another bowl put 2 
pint of while milk and thoroughly mix it with half 
@ cupful of honey add to the berries. Next 
add the gelatin after dissolving it over hot water 
Stir the mixture thoroughly and pour into a freeze: 
end freeze to the desired consistency. This amount 
mekes about a quart depending upon the quaniity 
of berries used. The amount of honey will Vary
